To begin with tele, that are moſt nume-. . 


rous; I think I need not ſay much to the Pa- 
piſts in this Caſe ;; for they do not ſo much as 


pretend to prove all their Dogmaes by the. 


Scriptnres; fith it is one of their chief Do- 
Arines, That Traagition may Authorize Do- 


Arines, without any Authority of Scripture ; 


Yea, the Council of Conſtance hath made bold 
to command things to be believed Non ob- 
ſtante Seriptura, 1. e. Though the Scriptures 
ſay the contrary ; and indecd it were their 


great Folly, to pretend to prove their Do-- 
&trines by Scripture ; ſeeing the Adoration of 


Saints and Images, Purgatory, and Prayer for - 


the Deadthe Precedency of the Biſhop of Rome, 
the Matter of Indulgencies, with much more 
Stuff of that kind, hath not the leaſt Shadow 
of Scripture for it. 

Among Proteſtants, I know the Socineans 
are great Pretenders to the Scriptures, and 
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in Words as much cxalt them as any other 
People ; And yet its ſtrange to ſee how that 
not only in many things they are not agree- 
able to them ; but in ſome of their chief Prin- 
ciples quite contrary untdit, as in their Deny- 
ing the Divinity of Chriſt, which is as expre(- 
ly mentioned as any thing can be ; 4d the 
Word was Gol, Joh. 1, As allo in Denying 
his Being from the Beginning, againſt the ve- 
ry Tenour of that of Fobz 1. and divers other, 
as at large is ſhownin the third Chapter of this 
Treatiſe, Divers other things, as to them, 
might be mentioned; butthis may ſuffice, to 
ſtop their Boaſting in this Matter. 

The Arminians are not more ſucceisful 'n 
their Denying the Falſe DoCrine of Ab/olure 
Reprobation, and in Aﬀerting the Vniverſal 
Extent of Chriſt's Death for all, then they are 
ſhort in not placing this Salvation in that Spi- 


ritual Light, where-with man is enlightned by 


Chriſt ; brt wrongonſly aſſcribing a Part of 
that to the Natural Will and-Capacity, wh.ch 
is due alone to the Grace and Power of God, 
by which the Work is both begun, carried on 
and accompliſhed ; And herein they, as well 
as both the Sccinians and Pelagians, thovgh 
they do well in Condemning their Errors ;

On the'other hand, Its ftrange to obſerye 
how many Proteſtants (the 'firſt Article - of 
whoſe Confeſſion-of Faith is, to aſſert the Scrip- 
ture to be the Only Rule) fhenld deny the U- 
niverſal Extent ef Chyilt's Death, contrary 
to the expreſs words of Scripture, whick faithz 
He taſted Death fer for every man; or the}:

politive words, as, except we may ſuppoſe 
the Pen-men intended another thing thenthey 
ſpoke, it was poſſible to do, viz.
